On the south-western approaches 
to Budapest, Marshal Tolbukhin’s 
forces are struggling hard to seize 
the road and rail junction of 
Szekesfehervar, one of the few re- 
maining outlets of the German 
garrison in the Hungarian capital.

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Soviet-French Treaty 
Signed in Moscow 


Talks Covered “All Problems” 


TREATY of alliance and mutual assistance between Soviet 

Russia and France has been signed as a result of the 
'IStalin-de Gaulle conversations. 
communiqué published last night in Moscow. 


"The communiqué stated:— 


The visit of General de Gaulle, head 
of the French Provisional Go- 
vernment, and of M. Bidault, 
French Foreigh Minister, was 
marked by numerous manifes- 
tations of the sympathy which 
links the people of France to 
the peoples of the Soviet Union, 
and which was strengthened by 
the experiences suffered by both 
nations during the war. 

The discussions were conducted on 
the Soviet side by the chairman 
of the Council of People’s 
Commissars, J. V. Stalin, and 
the People’s Commissar for 
Foreign Affairs, V. M. Molotov. 


They covered all problems con- 
nected with the conduct of the 
war and the organisation of 
peace, and particularly with the 
problem of Germany. 

The discussion disclosed complete 
unanimity of views and the 
most sincere desire for close 
collaboration. 

Both Governments have once 
again emphasised their deter- 
mination to continue fighting 


This was announced in a 


will to take jointly all the neces- 
sary measures for the protection 
of Europe from fresh aggres- 


sion. 
In the spirit of these decisions both 
Governments on December 10th 
signed a treaty of alliance-and 
mutual assistance, the text of 
which will be ‘published 
separately. / 

The Soviet-French Alliance which 
existed before Munich has thus been 
renewed, states Reuter. 

The new pact is cordially wel- 
comed by the British Government, 
states the P.A.' Diplomatic ' Cor- 
respondent. As Britain has a 
similar 20 years’ agreement with 
Russia, the three European Powers 
are now virtually bound. together, 
pledged to work in friendship for 
the maintenance of peace and to 
help each other should any one of 
them become the victim of aggres- 
sion. 

It is almost certain that, in due 
course, this bond of European 
accord will be completed—perhaps, 
in the form of an Anglo-French 
pact—by the revival of ‘the 
Entente Cordiale, which lasted for

(PRE seven years’ term of office 
of Dr. Douglas Hyde as Presi- 
dent of Ireland will end on June 
24th of next year, and already 
there is much speculation as to 
whether Dr. Hyde will retain the 
office for another term or whether 
there will be a new occupant. The 
Constitution provides that the out- 
going President may be a candi- 
date on his own nomination, but 
whether he will do so there is at 
no indication. From 
current gossip it would appear that 
there are many aspirants for the 
post, and that a contested election 
seems inevitable. 

It will be recalled that seven years 
ago, when the election of the first
